Simple croup continues for a 
half hour to two or three hours, 
when if subsides, and the child 
falls irito an exhausted restless 
sleep and wakens in the morning 
with few siens of the night’s 
ordeal, Some hoarseness is left 
and a dry metallic cough the 
next day, but unless something is 
done to correct the condition it 
js very likely to recur the next 
night, and for several nights. 

Water, hot or cold, applied to 
the throat is the best immediate 
treatment. Except in very young 
or very ‘veal infants, the appli- 
cation of towels wrung out of 
cold water, not ice water, but or- 
dinary tap water, and applied to 
the throat will stop the swelling 
and oédema in five to fifteen 
minutes. 

Several towels should be placed 
back of the child’s neck and 
shoulders so as not to wet the 
bed, Wring a folded towel out of 
cold water and apply directly to 
the throat and cover with a warm 
dry towel. As soon as it becomes 
warmed through, apply another 
cold. towel. Repeat until the 
breathing becomes easy and the 
cough decreases. Then remove 
towels, dry neck and chest thor- 
oughly, and apply a warm dry 
cover. 

The child will not catch cold 
from cold applications. Occa- 
sionally a child and some grown 
folks have such an unholy dread 
of cold water that hot water may 
be necessary. The compresses 
can be applied the same as the 
cold, but very great care must be 
taken that the patients do not 
take more cold,on removing the 
heat.
